Leadership  Week  was  one  of  the 
most  successful  weeks  in  the  history 
of  .the  Brigham  Young  University. 
Sixty-six  stakes  were  represented  by 
the  eighteen  hundred  and  two  regis- 
trants. This  number  does  not  include 
the  regular  students  of  the  university. 
This  year’s  registration  exceeded  that 
of  last  year  by  fifteen  in  the  number 
of  stakes  represented.  Sixteen  of 
these  stakes  were  from  Idaho.  Repre- 
sentatives came  from  Canada,  Wyom- 
ing, Idaho,  and  most  of  the  stakes  of 
Utah. 

Many  of  the  visitors  were  heard 
to  say  they  were  sorry  Leadership 
Week  had  come  to  a close.  Every 
person  seemed  to  be  vitally  interest- 
ed, and  had  a desire  for  knowledge, 
and  maintained  a business  attitude 
throughout  the  entire  week. 

Every  department,  including  the 
nursery,  was  crowded.  The  general 
assemblies  were  so  crowded  that 
overflow  meetings  were  held  in  the 
library. 

Entertainments  were  given  every 
night  for  the  visitors.  College  Hall 
proved  inadequate,  so  overflow  en- 
tetainments  were  held  several  times 
during  the  week. 

The  Daily  Leader,  the  daily  paper 
printed  by  the  B.  Y.  U.  during  the 
week,  in  the  issue  of  January  25th, 
says  that  the  Third  Annual  Leader- 
ship Week  has  been  the  most  suc- 
cessful yet.  It  was  feared  that  the 
discontinuance  of  auxiliary  work 
would  cut  down  attendance,  but  the 
experiment  has  been  successful.  Next 
year,  new  emphasis  will  be  placed  up- 
on “Building  Community  Soul.”  The 
experiences  of  this  year  will  be  drawn 
upon  to  make  next  year  still  better. 
Courses  having  to  do  with  life  in  the 
communities  have  been  unusually  well 
attended.

ICE  AND  SNOW  CARNIVAL

A great  deal  of  enthusiasm  is  evi- 
dent among  the  students  as  to  the 
tryouts  for  the  three  interstate  debates 
which  are  to  take  place  in  the  near 
future. 

Tryouts  for  the  debate  with  the 
University  of  Redlands,  California, 
which  has  ben  arranged  to  take  place 
here,  will  be  held  Wednesday,  Feb- 
ruary 6th,  in  34-E,  at  4:30  o’clock. 
They  will  consist  of  five  minute 
speeches  and  a three  minute  rebuttal. 
The  question  decided  on  is:  Resolved, 
that  Congress  should  have  the  power 
to  nulify  decisions  of  the  Supreme 
Court  by  re-enacting  laws  declared 
unconstitutional. 

This  debate  is  forecasted  as  being 
the  biggest  on  of  the  debating  season 
that  will  take  place  in  Provo.  A 
seventy-five  dollar  guarantee  for  pay- 
ing of  expenses  will  be  given  the  Red- 
lands team  before  arrangements  for 
their  coming  will  be  completed.  This 
debate  will  probably  take  place  on 
March  24th. 

It  has  not  been  decided  which  side 
the  Young  team  will  take,  but  as  plans 
now  stand  they  will  uphold  the  nega- 
tive. 

Resolved,  that  the  United  States 
should  join  the  world  court  with  the 
Harding-Hughes  reservations  has 
been  chosen  for  the  topic  of  argu- 
ment for  the  debate  with  the  Univer- 
sity of  Southern  California,  which 
will  take  place  on  April  3rd.  Tryouts 
for  this  debate  will  be  held  next 
Thursday  afternoon  at  3:30  o’clock 
in  34-E.  Five  minute  speeches  and 
three  minute  rebuttals  will  be  given 
the  contestants. 

This  debate  along  with  one  schedul- 
ed with  the  University  of  Wyoming, 
will  take  place  in  College  Hall.  Try- 
outs for  the  University  of  Wyoming 
debate,  as  it  is  on  the  same  subject 
as  that  of  the  University  of  Southern 
California,  will  be  at  the  same  time. 
The  squad  will  be  chosen  then,  but 
the  complete  team  will  not  be  picked 
until  later. 

It  is  possible  that  the  one  expert 
system  of  judging,  which  has  not  beep 
used  in  this  school  before  will  be 
employed  in  the  debate  with  the 
University  of  Southern  California. 

Four  or  six  men  will  be  chosen  for 
the  world  court  question,  and  probab- 
ly a team  of  three  for  the  congres- 
sional debates. 

It  is  hoped  that  new  students  will 
tryout  for  these  debates  as  there  is 
room  for  new  material  on  these  inter- 
state teams. 

The  policy  in  sending  teams  to 
other  sta-tes  will  not  be  decided  on 
until  after  the  tryouts  for  the  debates 
already  scheduled. 

With  the  material  they  now  have 
and  the  signs  of  new  material,  the  B. 
Y.  U.  debaters  are  planning  an  ex- 
tensive and  successful  season  in  the 
coming  inter-state  debates.

Have  you  been  making  inquiries  regarding  the  third  annual  “Y” 
Ice  and  Snow  Carnival?  Here  are  answers  to  any  queries  that  might 
arise  and  suggestions  as  well. 

(1)  This  is  an  affair  for  both  men  and  women,  girls  and  boys. 
No  one  needs  a date  to  attend.  In  fact,  there  will  be  far  more  there 
undated  than  dated  because  of  the  newness  and  nature  of  the  affair. 
Come  dated  or  undated,  it  matters  not.  Everybody  will  be  made 
welcome. 

(2)  Apparel.  Come  dressed  in  any  convenient  apparel  that  you 
have  but  be  sure  that  it  is  warm.  Woolen  hiking  clothes,  boots,  etc., 
will  predominate  the  atmosphere  but  they  are  not  essential.  Bring 
extra  woolens  (hosiery)  with  you.  That  is  a suggestion.  Keep  warm. 

(3)  Bed  clothes  must  be  taken  along  by  each  individual.  Judge 
for  yourself  how  much  you  will  need.  There  will  be  a bed  with 
springs  and  a stove  in  each  cabin.  A plate,  cup,  knife,  fork  and  spoon 
must  be  brought  by  each  one.  Meals  will  be  served  army  style.  The 
dance  must  be  attended  in  the  regular  hiking  apparel.  However,  it 
might  be  advisable  to  have  a pair  of  shoes  along,  partially  free  from 
hob-nails. 

(4)  Transportation.  Trucks  will  leave  the  campus,  in  front  of 
the  Educational  building  on  the  hour,  beginning  at  one  p.  m.,  Friday 
afternoon.  The  round  trip  will  cost  seventy-five  cents  per  head.  The 
transportation  charges  will  be  paid  directly  to  the  driver  of  the 
respective  trucks.  Some  trucks  will  return  with  participants  im- 
mediately after  the  Friday  night  dance.  There  are  some  students 
who  must  work  Saturday  so  that  this  convenience  has  been  arranged 
for. 

(5)  Expenses.  One  dollar  and  seventy-five  cents  will  cover  all 
expenses,  excluding  transportation.  Three  meals  will  be  served,  a 
dance  will  be  given  and  the  priveleges  of  the  park  are  yours  for  this 
minimum  price.  A total  of  $2.50  for  the  two  days. 

Those  desiring  to  attend  the  supper,  program  and  dance  and 
return  immediately  afterwards  may  purchase  a fifty  cent  ticket.  This 
will  not  include  transportation  charges. 

(6)  Skill  and  equipment.  There  will  be  scores  attending  the 
affair  who  have  never  before  had  the  thrill  of  “skiing“  down  a hill  on 
skiis  or  toboggan.  You  can’t  learn  any  younger,  it  has  been  said. 
There  will  be  plenty  of  amusement  even  for  the  most  unskilled.  The 
institution  will  furnish  a large  number  of  skiis  while  individuals 
will  bring  skiis,  toboggans,  snow-shoes  and  ice  skates.  If  you  have 
any  of  the  four  mentioned  articles  bring  them,  even  if  you  don’t  wish 
to  indulge  in  that  special  sport.

The  final  assembly  of  Leadership 
Week,  held  Friday,  was  set  aside  for 
speakers  from  the  Commissioners  of 
Education.  Stephen  L.  Richards  was 
the  representative.  Songs  for  the  oc- 
casion were  furnished  by  the  music 
department,  and  were:  “Jesus,  I My 
Cross  have  Taken,”  sung  by  the  B. 
Y.  U.  Chamber  Music  Society,  with 
Mrs.  Packard  as  soloist,  “The  Night- 
ingale,” sung  by  the  Ladies’  Trio;  and 
“Holy  Spirit,  Faithful  Guide,”  by  the 
chorus 

Apostle  Richards  took  as  his  text 
the  words  of  another,  “The  Church  is 
set  for  supremacy.”  One  reason  for 
his  belief  in  this  statement,  he  said, 
was  the  glorious  back  ground  its  his- 
tory shows.  “It  has  a background  of 
leadership  that  presages  great  things 
for  the  future.”  Some  of  the  im- 
portant features  of  this  historical 
background  are  revelation,  divine 
guidance,  prophecies  fulfilled,  and  the 
seal  of  martyrdom  that  has  played 
such  an  important  part  in  all  ecclesi- 
astical history.  Another  reason  for 
his  belief  was  that  the  church  has 
the  potential  elements  of  eternal  pro- 
gression in  the  belief  that  intelligence 
is  eternal.  Because  of  this  it  fosters 
education  for  the  cultivation  of  man’s 
intelligence.  The  speaker  also  cited 
the  various  organizations  and  facili- 
ties for  the  culture  of  man  and  deplor- 
ed the  general  tendency  of  the  world 
to  eliminate  God  from  the  schools. 

“The  church  is  set  for  supremacy 
individually,”  he  said,  “because  the 
institution  is  made  up  of  individuals 
We  believe  in  the  nterpretation  of  re- 
ligion in  terms  of  living.  Homes  are

Both  Debates  Close;  Utah  Superintendent  Urges  That 


Entire  Team  Does  Consistent 
Work  in  Outplaying  Rivals; 
Utes  Unable  to  Locate 
Basket  i n Either  Game; 
Men  Out. 


The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  B.  Y. 
U.,  under  the  direction  of  President 
Harris,  have  influenced  the  Utah  Sen- 
ators and  representatives  to  formulate 
a bill,  which  was  introduced  by  Senat- 
or Reed  Smoot  to  secure  for  the  B. 
Y.  U.  the  privilege  of  purchasing  for 
$1.25  an  acre,  about  eighty  acres  of 
laqd  south  of  that  now  owned  by  the 
school  at  Aspen  Grove,  where  the 
summer  school  is  held. 

A lease  on  the  land  might  be  ob- 
tained for  one  hundred  years,  but  the 
board  desired  to  buy  the  land  so  that 
the  buildings  erected  would  be  per- 
manent. 

The  bill  is  meeting  with  opposition 
from  the  Utah  State  Automobile  As- 
sociation, who  desire  that  the  land  be 
left  in  the  hands  of  the  government 
because  it  is  considered  highly  valu- 
able for  camping,  scenic  and  outing 
purposes  and  is  influential  in  attract- 
ing tourists.  . 

If  the  bill  passes  and  the  school 
purchases  the  land  it  will  do  a great 
deal  in  improving  the  conditions  of 
the  summer  school  and  will  create 
enough  room  for  better  buildings. 

Telegrams  have  been  sent  by  the 
Provo  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  by 
the  Scenic  Highway  association  to 
Senator  Reed  Smoot  .endorsing  his 
bill  providing  for  the  granting  of  the 
Brigham  Young  University. 

The  endorsements  follow  queries 
regarding  the  status  of  the  bill  which 
it  is  understood  have  been  forward- 
ed to  Senator  Smoot  by  W.  D.  Rishel 
manager  of  the  Utah  State  Automo- 
bile association. 

The  telegrams  explain  that  until 
the  university  began  to  popularize  the 
Timpanogos  mountain  hikes  no  one 
realized  the  importance  of  the  moun- 
tain resort.  They  also  enumerated 
the  tremendous  work  which  has  been 
accomplished  by  the  university  in 
making  the  hikes  and  the  exceptional 
scenery  popular  with  the  people  of 
this  and  other  states. 

According  to  Secretary  E.  S.  Hinck- 
ley of  the  chamber  of  commerce,

The  decision  of  the  judges  was 
unanimous  in  favor  of  the  Utah  A.  C. 
debaters  over  the  “Y”  team  in  a 
spirited  debate  in.  College  Hall  Friday 
evening,  and  in  the  contest  at  Salt 
Lake  City  the  U.  of  U.  affirmative 
team  defeated  the  B.  Y.  U.  negative 
by  a vote  of  2 to  1,  while  at  Logan 
the  A.  C.  affirmative  won  a two  to 
one  decision  over  the  University  of 
Utah  negative,  which  gives  the  Aggies 
the  championship  of  the  state  triangle 
debates  for  this  year. 

The  B.  Y.  was  represented  on  the 
affirmative  side  of  the  question  at 
home  by  Miss  Helen  Hinckley,  Roy- 
den  Dangerfield  and  Carlyle  Maw;  on 
the  negative  at  Salt  Lake  by  Udell 
Jensen,  Sherman  Christensen  and 
Orvil  Hafen. 

The  question  involved  was  the  im- 
mediate independence  of  the  Philip- 
pine Islands  in  accordance  with  the 
Cuban  plan.  The  B.  Y.  affirmative 
team  held  that  the  proposed  step  in 
self-government  of  the  Philippines 
should  be  taken  now,  and  that  com- 
plete independence  should  be  granted 
as  soon  as  the  people  are  ready  for 
it.  They  argued  that  the  island’s  in- 
dustries have  been  firmly  established, 
the  educational  system  well  founded, 
and  the  government  stabilized  with 
the  future  legislators  etc.,  either  train- 
ed or  in  the  training.  The  A.  C. 
negative  agreed  that  complete  inde- 
pendence should  be  granted  at  the 
proper  time,  but  the  proposed  step  in 
accordance  with  the  Cuban  plan  was 
neither  wise  nor  desirable.  They 
pointed  out  that  the  revenue  is  far  too 
small  to  finance  a self  government, 
that  the  people  on  the  whole  are  very 
illiterate,  with  many  languages  and 
few  newspapers  and  other  means  of 
disseminating  news  and  loyalty  as 
would  be  required.  Furthermore  they 
have  no  merchant  marine  with  which 
to'  carry  on  commerce.  They  also 
quoted  the  Woods-Forbes  Report  to 
show  that  a stable  government  is  not 
at  present  in  operation  on  the  islands. 

Reverend  Charles  McCoard  presid- 
ed at  the  debate  in  Provo  in  a most 
happy  manner  and  took  special  de- 
light in  instructing  the  judges.  “A 
preacher,”  he  said,  “does  not  often 
have  the  opportunity  of  introducing 
a judge,  but  I am  to  instruct  three  of 
them.”  He'also  expressed  the  opinion 
that  the  desire  of  all  was  that  the  best 
team  should  win. 

The  judges  of  the  debate  at  Provo 
Were,  W.  M.  McCrea,  L.  B.  Weight, 
and  G A Iverson,  all  judges  of  Jhe 
Third  Judicial  district  of  Salt  Lake 
City.  At  Salt  Lake  the  judges  were 
C.  N.  Jensen,  G.  N.  Child  and  Nephi 
L.  Morris;  Dr.  A.  L.  Neff  acted  as 
chairman. 

After  the  debate  the  B.  Y.  student 
body  entertained  the  “Y”  affirmative 
and  A.  C.  negative  debaters,  the 
chairman  the  judges  and  the  coaches, 
at  a banquet  at  the  Hotel  Roberts. 

A string  trio  composed  of  Florence 
Priday,  Harvard  Olsen  and  Clarence 
Allred  opened  the  evening’s  program, 
and  a vocal  solo  was  rendered  by 
Rolf  Pratt  as  a closing  number.

Visitors  Take  Good  Things 
from  Leadership  Week  to 
Their  Homes

“What  are  you  going  to  do  when 
you  go  back  home  that  you  wouldn’t 
have  done  if  you  hadn’t  been  here?” 
asked  Dr.  Adam  S.  Bennion  in  his 
address  Wednesday  morning,  before 
the  leadership  visitors. 

“Your  mere  being  here  won’t 
amount  to  much  unless  by  being  here 
your  lives  are  in  some  measure 
changed.  What  are  you  going  to  do 
about  it?” 

Following  his  stirring  introduction 
Dr.  Bennion  outlined  a plan  for  the 
people  who  were  here  to  attend 
Leadership  Week  to  think  about  when 
they  would  go  back  and  endeavor  to 
teach  in  their  various  wards  what  they 
had  been  taught. 

We  all  run  in  ruts,  he  said,  and  it 
is  hard  to  get  out  of  our  particular 
one.  If  we  meet  a cross  rut  we  may 
get  out  of  ours  into  that,  and  the 
essential  thing  is  that  the  new  rut  be 
on  a higher  plane  than  the  old. 

Man  lives  on  five  levels  of  experi- 
ence, without  any  one  of  which  he 
is  incomplete.  These  levels  are  all 
means  to  an  end,  as  is  the  gospel  and 
as  are  all  its  principles.  Christ  said 
that  He  came  that  we  might  have 
life  and  that  we  have  it  more  abund- 
antly. We  will  rise  to  our  complete 
selves  through  the  teachings  of  Christ, 
but  we  have  to  live  on  each  of  these 
five  levels. 

The  first  level  is  the  physical.  The 
creation  of  man  is  the  greatest  marvel 
in  the  physical  world.  It  is  necessary 
to  live  on  a high  plane,  physically. 
The  body  must  be  kept  fit.  The  soul 
is  the  body  plus  the  spirit  and  at  the 
resurrection  we  will  want  a clean 
body  to  come  forward.  It  is  wonder- 
ful to  have  a beautiful  body,  but  that 
is  not  all — only  beasts  stay  in  the 
physical  plane. 

The  second  level  of  experience  is 
the  mental.  Keeping  mentally  fit  is  al- 
most as  hard  as  keeping  physically 
fit.  Our  church  encourages  us  to 
think.  The  gospel  transcends  all  hu- 
man knowledge.  Many  men  substitu- 
te a little  learning  for  what  they 
think  to  be  the  truth.  If  a problem 
is  true,  thinking  will  show  how  it  was 
revealed  and  if  not  true,  thinking  will 
show  the  error. 

Conklin  says  that  if  evolution  is 
wrong  all  the  science  in  the  world 
cannot  make  it  right.  If  evolution  is 
right,  all  that  the  theologans  can  say 
or  do  cannot  make  it  wrong.  The 
gospel  is  simple  but  it  gives  food  for 
thought.  The  glory  of  God  is  in- 
tellegence  but  it  doesn’t  stop  there. 
The  third  level  is  the  moral. 

Morality  envokes  a life  of  finding 
the  highest  and  best  in  life  and  en- 
volving  them  in  our  habits.  Physical 
fitnes  sor  mental  brillancy  do  not 
make  a true  man.  Men  must  live  up 
to  those  principles  that  the  group 
have  deemed  to  be  best.  We  stand 
for  the  group  principles— justice,  hon- 
esty and  paying  our  debt  to  humanity. 

But  it  is  the  spiritual  level  in  man 
that  makes  him  different  from  all 
other  animals.  The  essence  of  be- 
ing spiritual  is  to  project  ourselves 
other  than  we  are  now.  Man  goes  on 
endlessly  in  his  achievement  because 
he  can  take  and  do  certain  things  to 
make  him  different. 

The  fifth  is  the  religious  level.  The 
gospel  is  above  everything.  We  be- 
lieve that  man  is  literally  the  son  of 
God.  The  Christian  church  is  having

The  B.  Y.  U.  basketball  quint  ad- 
ministered to  Fitzpatrick’s  Crimson 
five  two  severe  defeats  in  the  opening 
games  of  the  state  inter-collegiate 
basktball  race.

The  two  games  were  played  in  Salt 
Lake  City.  Friday  night  the  game 
ended  with  a score  of  38  for  the  “Y” 
and  21  for  Utah.  Saturday  the  score 
was  36  to  26. 

FRIDAY’S  GAME 

The  game  Friday  was  played  in  the 
University  of  Utah’s  gym  before  a 
large  crowd  of  Utah  supporters.  The 
“Y”  men  journeyed  to  Salt  Lake 
without  Coach  Twitchcll,  who  was  de- 
tained in  Provo. 

Coach  Roberts  arrived  at  the  gym 
in  time  to  start  the  “Y”  into  the 
game.  In  the  first  few  minutes  of 
play  Utah  scored  a foul  pitch  netting 
her  one  point.  The  Provo  gang  got 
started  and  before  Utah  knew  it  had 
made  a score  of  16  points.  Utah 
fought  but  were  unable  to  stop  Dixon, 
Stewart  and  Ingersoll  from  rolling  up 
a high  score  while  their  own  forwards 
could  not  get  away  from  the  guarding 
of  Howard  and  Packard.  The  few 
set  ups  Utah  had  were  missed  most 
of  the  time,  and  the  half  ended  with 
the  score  reading  29  to  6.  The  “Y” 
had  a good  eye  for  the  basket  and  in 
passing  far  sujpassed  the  Crimson 
five.  Long  before  the  second  half  was 
ended  Roberts  had  recalled  his  first 
string  and  substituted  Romney  for 
Ingersoll,  Lloyd  and  Richards'  for 
Dixon  and  Stewart,  and  Anderson  for 
Packard,  as  son  as  the  new  men  enter- 
ed Utah  pepped  up  a little  while  the 
"Y”  was  adjusting  to  the  new  com- 
bination. In  those  few  moments  Utah 
made  a number  of  scores  but  were 
unable  to  even  endanger  the  result  of 
the  game. 

“Rags”  Ingersoll  proved  a whiz  at 
scoring  and  accurate  shooting  being 
the  high  point  man  of  the  game.  He 
made  sixteen  of  the  “Y’s”  thirty-eight 
points.  Dixon  and  Stewart  garnering 
9 and  6 points  respectively.  Neeley, 
the  Utah  center  was  unable  to  stay 
around  Ingersoll  and  Tommy  Fitz- 
patrick tried  substitutions  but  to  no 
avail.  Finally  Neely  was  reinstated 
and  held  Rags  closer  in  the  second 
than  in  the  first  half.

I was  in  a cafeteria  one  day  where 
two  people  had  just  selected  their 
dinner.  As  they  passed  by  I heard 
one  remark,  “I  don’t  know  how  you 
do  it,  but  your  dinner  looks  like  an 
attractive  meal  and  mine  looks  a per- 
feet  mess.  Tell  me  how  you  do  it.” 

The  person  speaking  was  no  unusu- 
al exception.  Many  people  select  very 
unsatisfactory  dinners  and  luncheons 
at  cafes  and  cafeterias.  They  become 
confused  with  the  assortment  of  foods 
shown  and  don’t  know  which  to 
choose. 

Of  course  the  selection  of  a meal 
depends  very  much  on  what  foods  the 
home  supplies  to  its  members; 
mother  or  wife  who  understands  the 
importance  of  a properly  balanced 
ration,  seeks  to  give  a balanced  diet- 
ary  to  her  family  during  the  day, 
therefore  an  occasional  meal  away 
from  home  isn’t  a serious  matter. 

But  for  the  constant  visitor  of  pub- 
lic eating  places,  a satisfactorily 
chosen  meal  is  a matter  of  importance. 
The  cafeteria  meal  must  then  supple- 
ment the  daily  diet’,  and  consideration 
might  be  given  to  the  foods  selected 
to  see  that  one  obtains  what  is  lack- 
ing at  home. 

The  “protective  foods”  that  should 
form  a large  portion  of  the  diet  are 
milk  and  green  leafy  vegetables, 
cooked  and  uncooked.  These  are 
often  neglected  in  the  home  meals  be- 
cause of  the  false  conception  that  they 
are  luxuries.  So  first  of  all,  leave 
room  on  your  tray  for  one  or  more 
dishes  containing  milk,  and  beside 
these  place  a salad  of  some  variety 
but  be  partial  to  the  green  leafy  kind 
or  one  composed  of  uncooked  fruits 
and  vegetables.  Be  sure  to  eat  your 
lettuce — every  bit,  it  is  one  of  th- 
most  valuable  parts  of  your  meal  and 
etiquette  as  well  as  health  requires  it. 

Then  a green  cooked  vegetable,  or 
occasionally  two,  should  be  selected. 
These  may  be  creamed,  and  contain 
milk  as  well,  and  therefore  serve  a 
double  purpose.  There  is  usually 
large  variety  of  breads;  learn 
change  off  with  these,  so  that  the 
whole  grains  are  frequently  included 
in  the  diet. 

Your  desert  will  depent  very  much 
on-  your  meal.  Look  at  your  tray,  if 
your  foods  seem  rich  and  filling,  a 
light  desert  of  fruit  will  add  the  de 
sired  touch.  But  if  the  meal  chosen 
looks  light  and  insufficient,  a richer 
desert  will  be  best.  Let  your  desert 
always  add  the  lacking  element 
your  meal.  If  your  meal  looks  fat, 
a pastry  or  whipped  cream  desert  is 
good;  if  it  lacks  starch,  a starchy  pud 
ding  will  complete  it;  if  it  lacks  pro 
tein  or  meat,  a custard  or  a milk  and 
egg  desert  is  best.  Judgment  is  re- 
quired in  the  selection  of  every  meal. 

A glass  of  milk  often  adds  the 
finishing  touch,  and  is  a safe  thing  to 
place  in  your  tray,  especially  if  you’ve 
failed  to  select  several  dishes  contain- 
ing milk. 

“What  about  meat  and  potatoes?” 
you  ask:  They  usually  are  the  back- 
bone  of  most  dinners. 

Meat  can  probably  be  eaten  once 
a day;  your  choice  will  depend 
what  you  get  at  home.  Potatoes  are 
principally  starch  and  are  so  often 
duplicated  with  bread,  corn,  (sweet 
potatoes,  macaroni  or  rice  that  it 
might  give  a better  variety  in  the 
diet  to  occasionally  pass  them  by. 
Then  again,  the  home  usually  gives 
a sufficient  amount  of  potatoes,  there 
fore,  we  can  best  afford  to  choose 
something  else  when  there  is  an  op 
portunity  for  choice. 

Two  menus  frequently  seen  in  the 
cafeteria  are:

Meat,  potatoes  and  gravy,  macar- 
oni and  cheese  bread  and  butter  and 
custard.

Potatoes  and  gravy,  creamed  corn, 
bread  and  butter  and  rice  pudding.

“We  know  the  conditions  in  Aspen 
Grave  a great  deal  better  than  does 
Mr.  Rishel  and  his  associates,”  said 
Mr.  Hinckley.  “We  know  the  work, 
the  strenuous  work,  that  the  officials 
and  the  students  of  the  university 
have  accomplished  in  connection  with 
‘Aspen  Grove  and  we  are  sympathetic 
with  the  school  in  its  effort  to  get 
the  grant. 

The  bigg  introduced  by  Senator 
Smoot  calling  for  the  grant  is  as  fol- 
lows: 

“Be  it  enacted  by  the  senate  and 
house  of  representatives  of  the 
Unitd  States  of  America  in  congress 
assembled  that  the  following  describ- 
ed tract  of  land  situated  within  the 
Wasatch  national  forest,  County  of 
Utah,  beginning  at  a point  12  choins 
from  the  northwest  corner  of  section 
10,  township  5 south,  range  3 east, 
Salt  Lake  base  and  meridian,  and  run- 
ning thence  south  40  chains  west  40 
chains,  north  40  chains  and  east  40 
chains  to  the  place  of  beginning,  is 
hereby  granted  and  conveyed  to  the 
Brigham  Young  University,  a corpora- 
tion of  the  state  of  Utah,  on  the  pay- 
ment of  $1.25  per  acre  by  said  uni- 
versity to  the  United  States;  to  have 
and  to  hold  said  lands  to  its  use  and 
behoof  forever  for  educational  pur- 
poses; prodived  that  the  grant  here- 
by made  is,  and  the  patent  issued 
hereunder  shall  be  subject  to  all  legal 
rights  heretofore  acquired  by  any  per- 
son or  persons  in  or  to  the  above  de- 
scribed premises,  or  any  part  thereof, 
and  now  existing  under  and  by  virtue 
of  the  laws  of  the  United  States.”
